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DETROIT EDISON 
COMPANY BUYS

URCHASES for The Detroit Edison Company 

are typical of those for an operating utility, 
largely electric, which does its own plant and line 
construction. They totalled about $16,000,000 last 
year, the major item, of course, being some 1,650,000 
tons of coal. Next in importance, are purchases of 
capital equipment and construction materials for the 
Company’s Construction Department. Material for 


line construction is also a sizeable item. In addition, 
there are the usual operating and maintenance supplies 
for a utility, including large numbers of printed 
forms in connection with the general accounting for 
over 680,000 customers, and merchandise for resale 
which, except for electric ranges, is relatively limited. 
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The Marysville Power Plant. 


Since the organization and policy of any purchasing 
department are primarily dependent upon the charact 
of the business as well as the company organiz 
and personnel, it might be well to review these for 
Detroit Edison Company. The Company operat 
Detroit and Southeastern Michigan, serving an 
of about 7,500 square miles. It provides electric 
ice to the entire service area, central heating in do 
town Detroit, and gas to the territory adjacei 
Port Huron. The Company employs some 8,000 px 
and operates four large steam electric generating 
tions with an installed capacity of 1,010,000 kw, 
small auxiliary steam power plants, seven small 
plants, four central heating plants and one wate 
plant. Two large office buildings are fully utilize 
74 sales offices, 20 in the City of Detroit, are 
tained for the convenience of customers. Ther 
34,000 miles of transmission and distribution 
484,000 wood poles, and 80,000 distribution 
formers in use. 

Because the activities of the Company are so dive 
fied and widespread, the management has set 
Operating Council to effectively concentrate aut 
and to maintain adequate control over operations 
Council meets weekly to discuss all problems of int 
to the Company and is composed of 12 major comp 
officials. Each Council Member supervises several! 










































partments, each being charged with entire responsibil- 
ity for the functions assigned to it. 

The Purchasing Department is headed by the Pur- 
chasing Agent who reports to the Controller, a mem- 
ber of the Operating Council and Assistant to the 
General Manager. 

The department, for all practical purposes, is totally 
centralized. Purchases of appliance repair parts, parts 
for automotive repairs, and incidental items for the 
District Sales Agents are made by other departments 
but are under control of the Purchasing Agent. In 
general, the dollar volume of these purchases is quite 
small, the principal exception being gasoline for use in 
the Sales Districts. However, the actual negotiations 
for this are carried on by the Purchasing Department 
and the District Agent makes the releases 

Functions 

The Purchasing Department is responsible for all 
activities in connection with the purchase and move- 
ment of materials, supplies, services and equipment, 
including the following related duties: specifications, 
inspection, transportation, invoice checking, purchase 
records, salvage sales, vendors’ catalogs, and Standards 
Catalog. The ultimate responsibility for the selection 
of proper materials for a given job rests with the 
using department, although the Purchasing Depart- 
ment may make suggestions and may question deci- 
sions. 


Organization 


The development of the Department has been a 
gradual accomplishment over the past sixteen years, 
with Mr. Edward T. Gushee, then Purchasing Agent 
and latterly a Vice-president of this Company and 
now Executive Vice president of the Union Electric 
Company of Missouri, being responsible for much of 
the early planning. One of the cardinal principles 
always kept in mind has been the development of a 
competent staff charged with clearly defined responsi 
bilities for carrying out the broad purchasing policies 
laid down by the purchasing agent. 

These responsibilities are assigned according to 
functions, to the following divisions: Order, Inspec 
tion, Invoice Checking, Traffic, Salvage Sales, Typing, 
Purchase Record and Standards Catalog. The Order. 
Inspection, Purchase Record and Standards Catalog 
Divisions report directly to the Assistant Purchasing 
Agent; and the other divisons report to the Chief 
Clerk. The Order Division is further divided into 
seven sections, the assignments being made substan-

The senior buyer is assisted by jumior buyers and 
stenographers and is completely responsible for carry 
ing out the procurement policy and function in his 
section. This includes the proper coordination of all 
services at his dispsosal within the Purchasing Depart 
ment and securing the cooperation of other depart 
ments when necessary ; the correct timing of purchases ;

orders and orders for which the buyer knows at the 
time that the delivery requirements are close or the 
need great. In addition, there are requests which from 
time to time come from the using departments for 
material for which the need becomes urgent. 

The efficacy of such a system is predicted on two 
things: first, that all needs are very carefully scheduled, 
ample time being allowed for engineering, manufac 
ture, and construction; and second, that a follow-up on 
the part of the Purchasing Department will be backed 
up by others in the organization to avoid the possibility 
of serious breakdowns or disruptions of service as a 
result of a failure to follow. This system has been used 
for the past eight years, some of which have included 
periods when deliveries were extremely tight, and has 
been most successful. 

Invoice Checking. When partial shipments are made, 
a Material Receiving Report, Fig. No. 7, supplements 
the copy of the purchase order ordinarily used for this 
purpose. These are sent to the Audit Division who 
reconcile the purchase order, material receiving report 
and the invoice. In case of a discrepancy, the invoice 
is sent to the Invoice Checking Division who refer it 
to the buyer for the necessary corrections or adjust- 
ments. Since 90% of all orders are priced and every 
effort is made by the buyers to have orders accurate 
and complete as to quantities, unit price, terms of pay- 
ment, discounts, f.o.b. point, etc., the number of in- 
voices referred to this Division is held to a minimum. 

The Division also issues debit memoranda to cover 
freight shortages, overcharges, and returned mate- 
rial. However, before issuing a debit memorandum, 
every effort is made to obtain a credit memorandum 
from the vendor as this is more economical and tends 
to keep our records in agreement with the vendors. 

Invoices for non-purchase order transactions are 
referred to the Division for approval before payment. 
Further, all invoices amounting to over $500.00 are 
referred to the Purchasing Agent, Assistant Purchas- 
ing Agent or Chief Clerk for approval, with those over 
$5,000.00 being approved by the Purchasing Agent or 
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not yet received on company property are made only 


after similar approval: also, when contractors fail to 


submit sworn statements as required by the Michigan 
Mechanics Lien Law, the invoices must be approved 


by the Purchasi \gent before payment 


Buying Policies 


Responsibility for establishing the company’s buying 
policies and then making the necessary alterations as 
they are required, rests directly with the Purchasing 
Agent. He is guided, of course, by certain majot 
company policies hich the management has estab 
lished and delegates the senior buyers determination 
of specific policies with regard to the purchase of indi 
vidual commodities However, all important purchas 
ing policy decisions are made by the Purchasing Agent.

Purchase Records 

























The Purchase Record Division is 
set up as a service for the buyers and 
is responsible for the keeping of such records as are 
necessary to have information available on sources, 
past prices, quantities purchased, and other pertinent 
data. Since other departments of the company also use 
this information, we feel that the records will be main- 
tained on a more useful basis and will be kept up to 
date if assigned to a separate division rather than left 
entirely to the discretion of the buying section. The 
Record Division, like the Inspection Division, is or 
ganized on a skeleton basis, as full use is made of 
facilities both within and without the company. 

The number of records has been reduced to a mini- 


mum since the introduction of the repeating requisi- 
tion. This form is used as the purchase record for all 


commodities purchased on it. Although it is held 
the warehouse or other originating locations between 
purchases, our requirements are such that there is very 
little inconvenience in using it for the purchase record. 
The actual posting of such purchase order records as 
are posted is done in visible card files by the junior 
buvers on cards illustrated in Fig. No. 9. For 
buying sections, this requires something less than an 
hour a day. We feel that with entries in the 
being made by one who is active in the buying section, 
the fullest use can be obtained from such information 
as is available at the time of posting.

Those who refer to catalogs infrequent 
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catalog library is very accessible. Buyers assist this 
group in placing catalogs to best advantage in the com- 
pany. Vendors are very willing to cooperate in dis- 
tributing their catalogs through the Vendors’ Catalog 
group, knowing that catalog distribution costs are held 
to a minimum because only those with a continuing 
interest in catalogs receive permanent copies and that 
the literature will be automatically checked for up-to- 
dateness and replaced when necessary. 

Centralizing this function has resulted in a minimum 
of lost motion and effort in the procurement routine, 
due to the use of correct descriptions and catalog num- 
bers on requtsitions and in having up-to-date informa- 
tion when required. During the period in which the 
main library was being established, it was not at all 
uncommon to receive catalogs from other departments 
which were 10, 15, 20 years and even more out of date. 
Since these have been taken from circulation, difficul- 
ties with requisitioning of products no longer made or 
materials which have been assigned new catalog num- 
bers by the manufacturer have dropped to an insignifi- 
cant number, 

Catalogs are filed in 4-drawer letter files, using press- 
board guides to separate literature from different man- 
ufacturers. They are indexed in a visible card file, 
alphabetically by vendors’ names. A sample index 
card is shown in Fig. No. 11. 


Salvage Sales 
The Salvage Sales Division is responsible for the 
sale of all salvage, surplus or other material such as 
by-products—cinders, fly-ash, and tar obtained from 
the gas plant—or regular stock items sold locally for 
emergency use by our customers. Its procedures vary

In the disposal of obsolete equipment, 
the Division maintains a detailed informa- 
tion file on everything which is offered for 
sale; places advertising in magazines and 
periodically mails detailed descriptions of 
their entire salvage stocks to a select mail- 
ing list; shows equipment to prospective 
buyers and arranges for inspections and 
tests. It also advises the departments re- 
moving equipment from the field as to the 
most suitable dismantling procedure and 
supervises the disassembling of equipment 
to be shipped, giving personal attention to 
erating, skidding, etc. It cooperates with 
the Stores Department in working material 
ack into company use by substitution or 
rebuilding it to fit other jobs. 

The Division advises the Stores De- 
partment on suitable grading and classi 
fication of scrap metals. It also inspects 
all metals before offering them for sale, so 
as to be familiar with them in case they 
are later rejected.

Standards Catalog 

The Standards Catalog Division acts as a clearing 
house for company standardization, as a liaison be 
tween Standardization Subcommittees, and publishes 
the Standards Catalog of materials and equipment on 
instructions from the Main Standardization Committee 
The primary purpose of this catalog is to facilitate the 
ordering—both from stock and for purchase—of ap 
proved materials is used by all requisitioners, field 
men, designers, shop men, clerks, and others as a guide 
in the selection of materials and as an authority on the 


approved nomenclature of standard items. Besides 
the cataloging of standard items, illustrated in Fig 
No. 10, instructions for the procurement of materials 
are included. As a secondary purpose, the catalog 


serves as a source of unbiased useful information con 
cerning the materials 1 

The catalog and the program of which it is a symbol 
have made for simplification of items to be pur 
chased and consequent buying in larger volume; for 
reduction to a negligible per cent the requisitioning of 
material with insufficient description; for allowing the 
buyer leeway in securing competition due to the omis- 
sion of trade names from ordering descriptions; and 
for a reduction in the purchase of specially designed 
items, with saving both cost and delivery time.

EFFICIENT PURCHASING FOR 
MINNESOTA 

Centralized purchasing for the State 
of Minnesota, with a requirement of 
competitive bidding and a consolidation 
of departmental requirements for quant- 
ity purchasing, was set up in 1939 under 
the State’s Act. The 
result of the first year’s operation, dur- 
ing which approximately $12,000,000 was 
expended, are detailed in the annual re- 
port of Miles Cooper, Director of the 
State Division of Purchases. The re- 
port shows savings of 30%, 50%, and 
even up to 75% on individual items. 

Specimens of these transactions are 
cited, including $36,373 for office sup- 
plies in place of $50,345; $315 for rubber 
bands instead of $701; $308 for wire 
staples instead of $1,615. 

The personnel of the department has 
been reduced from 57 to 37. Six buyers 
specialize in particular commodity groups 
—food and drugs, textiles and institu- 
tional equipment, heavy machinery and 
highway supplies, construction materials, 
office supplies, bonds and_ insurance.
